CARMAN DAY AT LOUISVILLE 

EASTERN TURFMAN' S HORSES TAKE HALF OF 
THE CHURCHILL DOWNS CARD. 

Campeon, Starbottle and Colonel Ashmeadc Make 
Up Trio of Winners at Good Odds — Golden Rod 
Stakes Marred by Rough Riding Tactics. 



I>>uisviIIo, Ky., Si'ptciiilMT 2S. — R. F. rarninn cut 
a widi* swath in toilay’s results at Churchill Downs, 
rcineseiitatives from his stulilc accountiiiK for half 
tlx- card of six races. Jockey lloffiiiaii shared in 
tin- Stable’s triuiuph. as he was astride the trio of 
winners. He inaugurated his success in the second 
ruci- on Cani|>eon. fidlowed !>'■ taking the handieuii 
on Starlndtle, and wound up with a victory in the 
closing <lash on the much improved Colonel Ash- 
meade. The followers of the stable protited exten- 
sively, as g.Msl prices ruled against ail three winners. 

The (hdden U«al Stakes, for two-year-olds, at 
three-quarters, with selling conditions, and the fea- 
ture of the card, was marred somewhat by inter- 
ference suffered by Azyiade, the favorite. Island 
(Jueeii was the offender, due to fre<|uent swerving. 
'1 lie latter, ridden b.v Koerner, was awa.v from the 
barrier lik.* a flash and, maintaining a steail.v pace, 
led Az.viade and Kaiser, her closest followers, dur- 
ing the first three furlongs b.v a wide margin. 
Azyiade and Kaiser then lioth made a bid for the 
lead, but Kaiser, trying to get through on the in- 
side, was forced back and had to go around the 
b aders. He overtiaik Island Queen in the final 

furlong, atid was drawing awa.v near the end. 
Az.viade attempted to pass Island Qikh'ii in the 
stretch, but Koerner foiled Goose b.v pulling over. 
The others were beaten off at all times and did 
not figure in the running. Goose, the rider of 

Az.viade, failed to Uslge a complaint of foul, and the 
.tiidges did not disturb the original placing. They 
sns|H-iided K<x‘rner, however, for five da.vs for his 
fough-rldllig tactics. There was some comment on 
account <d' Kaiser's iKMiig entered for atid 

many gathered around the judges’ stand in autiri- 
pation of a run-up. but no bids materiallztsl. At 
I.exiugton Kaiser was bid uii to $1.4(K> and pur- 
. chased bv his owner. He has since won two stakes. 

-AlMiut the worst disupiMdntment that tin public 
suffered during the aftenioon came with the ruu- 
iiing of the mile and a sixteenth handicap in which 
Miitoii K. was a distant trailer. On the strengtn 
of his giMid s«-cond to Little Father, he was made 
favorite, but was liold safe iti the running by Star- 
liottle and Spohn. The race was run in l;44j, etpial- 
ing the truck record made by Mary Davis on the 
oiH-ning day of this nn*eting. 

.Mack B. Kubanks demonstrated that he is a fair 
colt by handily scoring in the oix'iiing rac*. W.van- 
dot might liave given him an argument but for 
snfl'ering an injnr.v that causisl him to quit after 
liein.g in a commanding iead. Beautifui was a sup- 
IHised “g<MKl thing” in the race, but she raced in 
duli fashion and will improve in future starts. 
Kniil.v Lee and Fairy Story figured in a rattiing con- 
test in the fifth race and landed nos»‘s apart in the 
order named, with .Swish and Sigurd also engaged 
in a des|ierate struggle for third place. Sigurd 
was given a weak riile atid it accounted for his 
failure to get any iHirtion of the iiiirse. The new- 
comer, Swart’s Hill, owned b.v I’hil H.vam’s was 
lieavily supported in this ra<-e and figured pronii- 
nentl.v in the interference that came re|ieatedly 
during the running. 

Heiir.v .McDaniel has sivered ills coiintH-lions as 
trainer’ for I. H. Whcatcroft and has turned King 
ItriHimstick and Kmliraccr over to Mr. Wheatcrofr. 
Mr. McDaniel will take the horses he has in his
